their salaries, however; they havo a patrimony 
or a dowry with ft wife, or a legacy Jrotn some 
worthy frieud ; or else they have earned an 
extra pittance by fitting out young men for cql- 
Ifgo, by submitting tu the labors of a farm, in 
despair of deriving an adequate support from 
their people, or by some other diverson of their 
tinie from its appropriate use; and thus they have 
escaped the almshouse—and the guilt of deny- 
ing their faith, and becoming worse than the 
Infidei. But have any people a right thus to 
tax the servants of tho living God 7 Is it right 
to compel them to pay their own own salaries, 
while they devote their energies to the spiritu 
al welfare of their congregations 1 'The labor 
er is worthy of his hi'o'; and tho God who 
takcth care of oxen will doubtless see to it that 
his ministering servants are not muzzled with 
impunity by those for whom they are-ready to 
spend and be spent." 


The way some congregations treat their min- 


isters with reference to salaries, is a disgrace 
to the Christian name. The poor clergymen 
aro not only paid a poor pittance, but are some- 
times cheated out of that, or aro kept eo long 
out of it as to suffer for tho necessaries of life. 
A congregation of three or four hundred will 
make their pastor wait a year for his salary.

The Roman Catholic papers publish a 


list of prominent " converts to Romanism in 
England," during the last six years. The cata- 
logue contains tho names of ouo duchess, one 
marchioness, two countesses, twelve "right hon- 
orable" ladies.ten "right honorable" gentlemen, 
and a large number of tho. gentry whoso titles 
aro simply "honorable," "sir," or "lady." The 
clerical list has tho names of two archdeacons 
and eighty clergymen of tho Church'of Eng 
land. 


A homo for the education of the sons 


of missionaries has been established in London, 
and another for tho daughters near London, in 
the same county. Forty-eight boys aro now 
in the home referred to, all sons of missionaries 
among tho heathen, either living or deceased. 
A more spacious building than tho present, 
which is over-crowded, is soon lo bo erected 
on borno eligible site for the accommodation of 
others, as they aro sent from tho regions of 
heathendom to be educated under Chriatipn in- 
fluence in a Christian land. 


The London City Missionary Society 


now employs, among the careless heathen of 
London, 327 missionaries. 
During.tho past 


year they havo paid in all 1.484.5C3 visits. They 
havo distributed 2.092.854 tracts; lent50,458 
religious books; and distributed 8,155 Bibles. 
In 360- houses tho miasionarics havo been the 
means of having family worship begun, and 9,- 
561 children havo been got to attend school.. 


On the Friendly and Fejeo groups the 


Wesleyans number23,0()0 professed Protestants 
nnd 8,971 communicants. 


The Western Recorder states that El- 


der E. P Henderson, of the Campbellito church 
has been holding a meeting in Louisville, for 
some two months past, and over two hundred 
persons havo como forward in that time and 
said that they "believed that Jesus Christ is 
the Son of God," and were immersed. During 
this time the Louisville Journal says that more 
thau twenty-five thousand dollars have been 
subscribed to that city to aid tho Campbellitc 
College in Missouri, of which Mr. H. ia agent.

the] kitchen table and began to expostulato 
with him but he would not listen, to reason. In 
tho excitement I had forgotten his name, nnd 
chat made uiattera worse. It was not until ho 
had roused up everybody around, broken in tho 
door with an ax, gotten into tho kitchen with 
his savage dogs, and shooting iron, and seized 
mo by tlio collar that ho recognized me—-and 
then wanted mo to explain it!
